Ho atill thought, aa’ho did at first, 
that the Station Hotel at Kowloon wns nob 
likely to come much into rivalry with the 
Grand Hotol on thinside of tho ‘harbour, 
and that people who would be likely to go 
to the Grand Hotel for refreshment or 
ludging were uot likely, to go over -to 
Kowloon. beesuso Mrs Uschmann was 
assisting in its management..
